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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 3, line 2: Delete --about--. 

Examiner's Comments 

With regard to the examiner's amendment, the word "about" was deleted from 
the dependent claim to avoid confusion of the polymer concentration range. 

Applicant's arguments with regard to the teachings of Weissman (pg. 14 appeal 
brief, filed September 29, 2008) have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 
examiner has found several teachings in the art that support applicant's interpretation of 
the 0.2% polyacrylamide concentration as disclosed in Weissman, including Voss et al. 
(U.S. 6,706,162 B1) who teaches the pre-coating of capillaries with a 0.2% 
polyacrylamide mixture (abstract; col. 13, example 5). Thus, the rejection has been 
withdrawn. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

A search of the prior art found no prior art reference teaching or suggesting the 

separation of PCR products in sieving medium of less than 0.4%. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 

than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 

accompany the issue fee.
